Police Chief Shows ‘How’ 


VFW-SPONSORED EVENT 
AWAITED SATURDAY NIGHT 


BUT COUNCIL DEFERS P.D. WORK 


Police Chief Gordon McMillan 
showed how to reduce working 
hours in the Police Department 
last week, but his recommenda¬ 
tions will not be considered by 
the City Council right away. 

In reply to the council's 
query of last month, Chief Mc¬ 
Millan reported that the PD 
could be put on a 48-hour week 
by adding one officer to the 
present staff of eight full-time 
men and one part-time man. 
The force currently works 54 
hours a week. This addition of 


one man would make it pos¬ 
sible for the department to 
maintain approximately the 
same police protection in Sierra 
Madre as it now has. 

But to get down to a 40-hour 
week, and still maintain the 
same coverage, it would be 
necessary to add five men to 
the staff. 

Chief McMillan pointed out 
that in a recent survey con¬ 
ducted by the El Monte Police 
Department, 23 of the 40 Los 
Angeles County cities reporting

had 40-hour weeks; one had a 
42-hour week; three had 44- 
hour weeks; one had a 45-hour 
week; 11 had a 48-hour week; 
and one (Sierra Madre) had a 
54-hour week. Five cities of the 
county did not answer the sur¬ 
vey questionnaires. 

Councilman William Kinney 
moved that the chief’s sum¬ 
mary be held over “until the 
next council meeting in view of 
the fact that a very definite 
study is being conducted and 
this report is nearly ready."

To Hospital 

Under treatment at Santa 
Ana Community Hospital this 
week are two Sierra Madreans 
and a Pasadena youth whose 
holiday outing at the beach 
ended in disaster Thursday. 

Injured in a collision, which 
totally demolished their car, 
were C. V. Hansen, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Carl Hansen, 30 E. Bo¬ 
nita; Bruce Archibald, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Archibald, 
262 Manzanita; and Robert La- 
Rue of Pasadena. 

The youths were driving 
home shortly after 4 p.m. when 
their car, owned by Hansen, 
collided with a dump truck at 
an intersection. Impact of the 
crash reportedly knocked the 
truck 30 feet. 

Hansen, 16, suffered severe 
concussion and only regained 
complete consciousness Sunday. 
lliz other injuries included a 
fractured right elbow, two 
breaks of the left forearm, and 
a lacerated right eye. 


Archibald, 17, had his jaw 
fractured in four or five places. 
Driver of the dump truck was 
injured also but was released 
from the hospital Friday. 

The accident left LaRue with 
a shattered right elbow and a 
gash along his temple. All 
three of the boys are Pasadena 
City College students and, by 
Monday, more than 35 class¬ 
mates had made visits to see 
them at the hospital. 

The intersection where the 
collision occurred reportedly 
was made “blind” by a row of 
eucalyptus trees that extended 
nearly to the highway. No cita¬ 
tions were issued.

Sierra Madreans dramatically 
endorsed the tax rate ceiling 
hikes asked last week by the 
Pasadena City Schools. 

In a turnout at the polls 
hailed as the largest in any of 
the so-called outlying areas of 
the district, local voters ap¬ 
proved by a more than 2-to-l 
margin the new tax rate maxi¬ 
mum for the Pasadena High 
School and Junior College Dis¬ 
tricts. 

A total 502 “yes” votes were 
cast here, as against 238 “noes.” 
All local voting was done at 
the City School. This was the 
heaviest vote recorded at any 
one of the 81 precincts taking 
part in the election. 

In the Upper and Lower Hast¬ 
ings Ranch, voters gave the tax 
rate increases their strongest 
support with 519 to 157 for the 
secondary school measure and 
550 to 125 for the elementary 
school proposal. 

Sierra Madreans ,having their 
own elementary school district, 
did not vote on the latter issue. 

A boost of 41 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation was asked 
for the secondary district. This 
measure, raising the legal tax 
rate ceiling to $1.51 per $100 of 
assessed valuation, carried by 
an over-all vote of 17,717 to 
9610.

a rapidly-growing, free, self- 
governing Protestant Christian 
church.

He traveled 
more than 25,000 miles super¬ 
intending the building of these 
churches. As advisor to some 50 
churches in the Southern Min¬ 
danao District Conference, the 
Rev. Mr. Brown went far into 
isolated mountain areas, often 
abandoning even the truck to 
complete the trip on foot, or 
going miles up rivers by native 
canoe or launch. 

The missionary was born in 
Massachusetts, and educated at 
Gordon College and Harvard 
Divinity School. 

The Browns have been the 
special missionary interest of 
the Sierra Madre Congrega¬ 
tional Church during the past 
five years. The local church has 
helped supply clothing, books 
and operating funds for the 
needs of the people there.
